A New Theory of the Ashland Murder. 

CatUettHburg Correspondence Louisville Com- 
mercial. 

A detective who is horc invcstig \ting the 
murder, told me to-dav tiiat he entertained 
the following theory fn regard to the mat- 
ter: 

" 1 have a84.;ertained," said he, " that 
(ieorge Ellis waa never legally married to 
the Wf)nian whom he claimed was his wife, 
and I believe that it was lie alone who out 
raged and murdered the girls." 

Upon what do you base your belief 7" 
aske»l the (/omniercial scribe. 

"Well, you see Ellis and this woman 
knew that Mrs. Gibbons had left thelionse 
the ilay before the murder was committed. 
He probably went there for the purpose of 
robbery, not knowing that Emma Cat rico, 
the eldest of the girls, was in the house at 
the time, but when Ellis arrivtnl there he 
ascertained that she was, and she, awaken- 
ing from her sleep, at once recognised him. 
He then killed her with the ax first and 
then dispatched the other two parties, 
using the same weapon. That all wore kill- 
ed witii the same ax, there is noiloubt, h.'- 
causethe crow-bar was foun<l where it had 
been usually kept by old man (iibbons. 
My reason for believing the ax wasthe only 
weapon used to do the deadly work, is be- 
cause th*' wound on Emma Oarrico's heail 
showed the skin to be broken in two places, 
from two and a half to three inches apart; 
that tlie ax was cone ive upon the pole, 
having been battered by driving iron 
wedges. It also shows that it was used by 
a ri^ilit-handed person, tltcre bciii^; hloo^l 
upon the upper side of the pole and none 
upon the other, showing th.it the face of 
the victim was toward the murderer. In

If we could know just how many farm 
buildings have been destroyed by stor- 
ing hot a^hes in wooden vessels, the 
number we should find to be vorv large, 
ajid the number of supposed incendi- 
ary fires would probably be reduced 
one-half. 

■ Farmers) as a nile bum wood, the 
ashes of which, under favorable eircnm- 
stances, retain tiie for several days. It 
is a mistake to suppose that there is no 
dlinger of injury by fire from ashes that 
are removed only in the morning before 
the fire \a kindiQd.. Fire is often re* 
tained in large coals, which are but 
charred v/ood, for a long time after there 
is to the oarslMS obsarrer no indications 
of fire. 

The farmer knowing the value of wood 
ashes is anxious to save them in the best 
condition, and being aware that they 
depreciate in value when left exposed to 
the rains, he is careful to put them un- 
der cover, perhaps in the wood shed ad- 
joining the dwelling, and frequently for 
the want of a properly constructed place 
to keep them, he st<*resthem in barrels: 
if he be a mun uf .some caution he will 
ihrit ]^ them in an iron or tin vessel 
where they are kept until more ashes 
accumulate and need to be removed ; he 
then puta them into some wooden ves- 
sel, feeling that it is a perfectly safe 
practice, and as a rule it is, but there 
are exceptions that oome often enough 
to destroy a large amount of proper^ 
every year. 

For example, suppose the farmer 
cleans out one stove m the morning, and 
his wife or daughter cleans out another 
after breakfast ; the contents of the iron 
Vessel is put into a wooden one, almost 
fresh from the stove, without a thought 
that soeh is the ease, and if a fine oc- 
curs in oonsequenoe, how very few will 
remember tu inform the insurance com- 
Pfn^ of all the facts relating to the 
storing of ashes, and how natural to de- 
mare It must be incendiarism, as there 
had been no fire to the bailding. This
